BUDGET SYSTEM 


Good Presents 
to House in Effort to 
Curt Waste. 


Washington, D. Cc Oct. 8.—[Spe- 


#ial.]—Systematic adjustment of na- 


‘tlonal expenditures throwgh the crea / 


- tion of a bureau of budget in the office 
of the president is proposed in a bill 
presented to the house today by the 
special cormmittee on budget legislation 
of which Representative Good of lowa 
is chairman. 

This is the first definite move on 
the part of congress to check waste 

“of public funds, to reduce taxes, and to 


provide for the payment of the public : 


debt. The legislation wijl, be called 
up on Saturday. If passed, it becomes 
effective July 1, 1920. 


All Rests with President. 


Full respomsibility i¢ placed on the 
president for all initial recommenda- 
tions te congress for money With which 
to run the government, THis responsi- 
bility f# divided now among the vari- 
ous executive departments and bureaus 
of the gévernent, and no one can be 
-called to accounting. “he bureau of 
budget ts the machinery given the 
‘president to enable him to perform his 
task intelligently. 

‘A check on the president is provided 
Sn a reviewing agency through the 
consolidation of all separate and de- 
fendent auditing divisions of the gov- 
ernment into an independent estab- 
lishment, to be known as the account- 
ing @epertment. This department is 
to be presided over by a controller 
general of the United States, who will 
report direct to congress. 


Congress Still Holds Whip. 


Congress is not to-’surrender any of 
Bis prerogatives of making appropria- 
ti¢ns or of determining the necessity 
Fre or reasonableness of any expendi- 
tere recommended, or of authorizing 
new expenditures. But in the Good 
bill the house organization is changed 
and adjusted to carry into effect the 
proposed budget, system. 

One appropriations committee is pro- 


_ vided for the house, ‘and the powen to 


make appropriations is taken from all 
other, committees. The single appro- 
priation committee shall consist of 
thirty-five members. There is no 
ubridgement of the power of the house 
or senate to increase or decrease ap- 
propriations recommended by the com- 
mittee, but neither house nor senate 
may attach to any approprtation bill 


germane to the pending bill. 
House Must Approve Budget. {| 
Power to recommend legislation with- 
in thelr respective jurisdictions is to be 
retained by the military affairs, naval 
affairs, Indian affairs, foreign affairs, 
agriculture, and postoffice committees. 
But the recommendations for the main- 
tenance of the various establishments 
and for-appropriations for public works 
must be approved by the house before 
becoming the basis for appropriations 


In reporting the proposed legislation 
to the house Chairman Good empha- 
sized that there was “no departure 
from the fundamental political princi- 
ples of the present government of the 
United States. It provides for no re- 
strictions on the part of congress to
